FARM DEEDED TO VILLA

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 16.—The 


Juardo family, old settlers in the | 
State of Durango, recently appealed | 
to the Government of Mexico in an | 
attempt to get back the Haciendo del | 
Canutillo, ‘the farm given by the 
Mexican Government to Francisco | 
Villa, former bandit. The farm, | 
which is at Canutillo, contains 200,- 
000 acres of the best land in Duran-| 
go. 

The Juardos contend that the 
ranch was transferred to Gen. 
Tomas Urbina in 1914 and that the 
transfer was made by force of arms 
against the will of the owners. A 
little later Gen. Urbina, they assert, | 
was killed by Villa’s men and the 
farmed passed into possession of 
the Mexican Government, which 
deeded it a few months ago to Villa 
when he agreed to cease resisting 
the Government and take up farm- 
ing. 

The protest to the Government! 
made by the Juardo family caused a's 
sensation in Durango. Villa and 900 
employes have made vast improve-. 
ments on the big farm, preparing | 
for next year’s crops. When the Gov- | 
ernment gave Villa the land it also | 
gave him thousands of dollars worth ' 
of horses, mules, tractors, plows and | 
other farm implements. | 

Upon learning of the protest, Villa 
said that he had a title from the 
Government and was confident that 
the Juardo claim would be given 
little weight of opinion by the new: 
administration. | 

Villa’s farm office is in an old 
church building in which Catholic 
pictures in oil, some of them works 
of art, still hang. The old church 
altar also remains intact. Villa has 
equipped his office with tvpewrit- 
ers, an adding machine, filing de-| 
vices and other fixtures found in the | 
modern business office.

MEASURES 70 BY 100 MILES 


Pour Trucks Carry Children to Fort 
Stockton School—Pupils Living 
Within Mile Must Walk. 

By the Associated Press, 

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 16.—The larg- 
est territory in the United States 
adequately served by a single school, 
according to S. M. Marrs, chief 
high school supervisor of the State 
Department of Education, is a schoo] 
district in Pecos County, Tex. 

Here, Marrs said, the Ideort Stock- 
ton school is about the center of Aa 
district 70 by 100 miles, and every 
child in the district, which is made 
up chiefly of large ranc. s, has the 
opportunity of attending this school. 

The school operates four trucks, 
at an annual cost of $6000, to trans- 
port pupils to and from their homes. 
The most distant home of any of the 


pupils is 12 miles from the school, 
and students who live within one 
mile of the school are required to 
walkgit. The truck drivers are 
placed under bonds of $1000 each 
in order to insure that they will be 
careful with their huma: freight. 

Marrs declared that the Fort 
Stockton school, which has an en- 
rollment of 882, is as well equipped 
as any city school in the State, both 
in its elementary and high sghool 
branches. Approximately one-third 
of the pupils, he said, are taken to 
school in motor trucks.

Five St. Louls lawsults were de- 
cided by the Supreme Court at Jef- 
ferson City yesterday.

had sailed before the first shipment had even left 
New York. 

This one experience typifies an almost universal 
experience in foreign trade. We need more ports— 
not one, or two or three or half a dozen more ports, 
but many more ports. To continue a condition in 
which the movement of a vast proportion of the 
foreign commerce of ‘the country is forced to de- 
Cad on the facilities of the one port of New 
York is as absurd as it would be to force our in- 
ternal commerce to depend on the facilities of a 
single trunk line of railroad, and that a trunk line 
disadvantageously located with respect to the cen- 
tral axis of the country. 

Distinction is lent to Marine Week by the Admiral’s 
analysis of influences that are tending to the coming 
transportation revolution. Policies looking to pro- 
vision for our one vital need have already been ini- 
tiated by the Shipping Board. ‘Harbors along the 
| Atlantic and Gulf coasts, which for years were only 
the ports of call for a few nondescript hookers, are 
now the points of departure and arrival of goodly 
ships sailing to all the trading centers of the five 
continents, for trading centers of our own continent 
are included. 

Routes covered from New Orleans and the ves- 
sels plying on those routes have’ been multiplied 
| many fold. In the record year of all history in our 
foreign trade, 1919-20, nearly 50 per cent of incom- 
ing and outgoing goods were carried under the Ameri- 
can flag. We even have sailings to Iceland. 

A map of our present ocean routes set longside of 
amap of our ocean routes 10 years ago or 
even five years ago would present as violent a con- 
trast as a railroad map of the country in 1868 set 
beside a railroad map of 1920. 

That ocean ports of developed trade should have 
back of them developed waterways in the streams 
that empty into their harbors is as inevitable as that 
railroad trunk lines should have branches. St. 
Louis, as the Admiral says, is a sea coast city. The 
waters of the Mississippi reach up and give continu- 
ity with the waters of the Gulf. It is the center of the 
loop district of the continent. It benefited greatly 
from the railroad era already past. Its benefits from 
the waterway era will be still greater. 
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TEE DODGE BROTHEBS. 


The story in the Post-Dispatch Wednesday cf the 
Dodge Brothers of Detroit is an industrial epic— 
one of the most dazzling in the anthology of motor- 
dom—but its chief value is the correction of an er- 
roneous popular impression.

It must be that not very many people under- 
stand the wheat market. Many reasons have 
been advanced for the precipitous decline in the 
rrice of wheat during the past summer and fall, 
the favorite theory being that our exports had 
decreased. It was found in the course of time 
that our exports had increased« Now somebody 
tells us that wheat hit the toboggan because the 
Government did not keep us informed of what 
was really going on. That is, had we known 
that our exports were increasing we would not 
have let the bear come down the tree in the way 
he did. That sounds likely, since we do not 
know of any class of business men who were 
not afraid to buy anything much on what they 
believed to be a falling market, certain of get- 
ting in time back to what Senator Harding 
called normalcy. One interesting feature of 
what has happened is that notwithstanding the 
indignation of wheat growers because of Gov- 
ernment control, which no doubt did keep them 
from profiteering in wheat at the height of the 
war famine, the fact that wheat tumbled below 


the Government minimum the moment it was re- .- 


moved proves the Government to have saved 
the wheat growers something—how much we 
can't tell. It is amusing to recall that they were 
first mad when the Government stepped in, and 
then mad again when it stepped out. We have 
a little notion of our own about the phenome- 
non of wheat prices, which have no justification 
in any obvious thing. We imagine the present 
price of wheat is only part of the general down- 
ward trend from a level which had long ago 
left the country busted. It had become an im- 
moral state of affairs—one in which the profit- 
ecrs themselves finally became alarmed. A com- 
mittee in the United States Senate which inves- 
tigated coal prices says they have for some time 
been a national disgrace. So has the price of 
almost everything been a national disgrace. Cer- 
tainly there was nothing graceful about the 
price of flour. Your robber, having cleaned 
you properly, will sometimes hand you back 
nomie little thing like car fare. The same shame 
in time prompts profiteers to desist. They real- 
ize that they are going too far. Some day in 
the not very distant future landlords will re- 
pent Somebody like Gypsy Smith or Billy 
Sunday will come along, catch them all at a 
moment of repentance, and swoop the whole ka- 
boodle into conversion. The chief reason for 
the collapse of the wheat market does not have 
to be material. As a matter of fact, it is not 
material. Everybody says s0. It was a psy-~- 
chological condition that brought about the col- 
lapese. People were crying for bread. They are 
still crying for bread. A farmer doesn't see 
that; but when did a farmer, sitting out on his 
broad acres surrounded by bursting bins and 
sleek cattle, hear someone crying for bread?

‘grow better and stronger @ rest of the world 
may profit by emulation of our welfare and hap- 
piness. Nobody could more simply and clearly 
state both the advantage and the necessity of our 
Government managing its business as carefully, 
efficiently and successfully as private undertak- 
ings are managed than Mr. Wilson states them in 
his remarks on a budget system and above all a 
working out of revenue and expenditures under 
that system so that there shall be neither undye 
strain upon our income nor unreasonable taxza- 
tion, This is a good message to Congress and 
the American people whom Congress represents. 
It is a good word to the world, watching this na- 
tion as the old administration passes and the new 
approaches.

HAT makes the $10,000 wom- 
Ws: What are her qualifica- 
tions? 

By the $10,000 woman, of course, 
¥ mean the business sister of the 
$10,000 man, the woman who is ca- 
pable of earning $10,000 a year—and 
who, in an ever-increasing number*f 
instances, actually earns that sum, 
She may be a 
woman insurance agent, a woman 
broker, a woman in charge of the 
woman's department of a bank, a 
woman executive in some big busi- 
ness organization. She may run her 
own business—for instance, in De- 
troit there is a woman contractor 
with a five-figure income; a woman 
contracting engineer with a heating 
business whose salary is $15,000, 
aside from the stock she owns; a 
woman who is president of her own 
lumber business. 

I mention these Middle Western 
instances of the $10,000 woman be- 
cause they were adduced by her 
prophet, Mrs. Lena Lake Forrest of 
Detroit, president of the National 
Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional] Women’s Clubs, an organiza- 
tion that is the clearing house for 
60,000 American business women. 
Mrs. Forrest -was one of the 
pioneer women selling life in- 
surance to other women, I 
know of no one better fitted to dis- 
cuss the qualities which will help 
women to land the really big posi- 
tions that mean power and a wide 
opportunity for service as well as a 
large salary. 

“The woman who is what I call a 
success,” Mrs. Forrest pointed out at 
the beginning of ou~ talk, “must do 
more than merely earn a lot v. mon- 
ey. She must make a real Coutriou- 
tion to the work of the world. But 
usually you will find that the ;wom- 
an who earns $10,000 a year or more 


‘really IS a $10,000 woman who has 


worked her way up from small be- 
ginnings. 

“First of all, she must have vision. 
She must see all the possibilities not 
only for her special branch of work 
but for the organization of which it 
is a part. She must ace not merely 
what it can do for itself and for her 
®ut what it can do for society. She 
must have the spirit of the pioneer 
railroad men, who threw open a con- 
tinent; of the first workers in any

I 
believe the successful business wom- 
an of today ought to lend a hand 
wherever she can to make’ the prog- 
ress of the business beginner easier 
than her own has been.
